How Yeast Makes Bread Rise. 


In the dough from which bread is 
made there is a lot of sugar, which 
contains carbon, hydrogen and oxygen. 
It is necessary to ferment this sugar to 
make bread edible, and yeast is used 
because it has the power to do this. It 
Is made from a plant having this qual­ 
ity. 
Fermenting sugar is equivalent to 
burning it, and there are two results. 
One is the formation of enrbonic acid 
gas. 
A great deal of this gas is caught 
in the dough in the form of large or 
small bubbles, and some of it csenpes 
into the air. The part that cannot es­ 
cape causes the dough to rise and 
makes the bread light. 
The boles in 
bread are the little pockets which held 
the carbonic acid gas. The effect of 
the bubbles is to lift the body of dough 
so that the beat can penetrate readily 
and bake it properly.

CONDITION OP THE PANAMA CANAL. 


Glendale Progress: 
Quite a deal of fuss is being made by inexperts in 
congress over the condition of the Panama canal, which is a t present obstructed 
by slides in the Oulebra cut. Those slides have obstructed navigation to such 
an extent that the canal is at present practically useless. 
This has of course 
given rise to a great deal of unnecessary talk by politicians who are anxious 
to make capital out of the state of matters on the Isthmus. 


If anyone will take the trouble to consult the reports of Col. Goethals, 
governor of the isthmus zone and superintendent-engineer of the construction 
of the canal, he will'learn that the present conditions were forecast by the canal 
experts, who said that even after the canal had been finished it would give a 
great deal of trouble by reason of slides. 


The rainfall In the zone region'is from 12 to 15 feet, not Inches, annually. 
At times the downpour is so enormous that i t literally turns to jelly the slimy 
soils of the region. The digging out of so large a trench as the canal has caused 
the earth on the sloping sides of the mountains to slip down. 
This Is particul­ 
arly notlcoable after a very heavy rainfall. 
This process has been going on 
ever since -the steam Bhovols began to cut their way into the mud of the isthmus 


At the same time It must not be forgotten that the whole of tho isthmus 
region was formerly a swamp, " T h e Black Swamp," it used to be called. 
I t was unstable and uncortain and of great depth. So in the region of the 
Oulebra cut the bottom of the canal has been pressed up by tho weight of tho 
two sides because it rests on a slimy and almost liquid, or a t least spongy, sub­ 
stratum. 


It might be thought that, if not the country, then at least congress, 
might be acquainted with conditions there and that responsible officials would 
not, for political effect, do anything to rofloct on the skilled engineers who 
brought the canal to a successful completion and who already in government 
reports and in public statements have Informed the country that what is now 
occurring on the isthmus zone would inevitably occur. 


Truly politics makes the most honest man acquainted with strange com­ 
panions. I t is not easy for even the most righteously inclined to resist the* 
pressuro of men who assisted to put one into office; but it might have been sup­ 
posed that as the Panama canal had hitherto been emancipated, both by Taft 
and Roosevelt, from the domain and sphere of party politics, that it would be 
allowed to preserve that immunity. To some politicians, however, such a state 
of affaira In intolerable. 
Their hands have been itching to get hold of the canal 
for political purposes and that is the explanation of the present commission 
that is to "examine and report."

I am very glad that our M. 0 . D. 
friends have given me further oppor­ 
tunity of discussing, through our local 
paper,, the relative merits of our mar­ 
keting agencies. A broad-minded and 
opeii discussion of this matter will, I 
knaw, 
interest the average 
grower, 
whether he markets his fruit through 
the exchange or outside. 


Taking the M. 0. T). statements an 
appearing in last week's ArgOrs, their 
comparative 
monthly 
averages 
mean 
nothing to the average grower; it only 
means confusion to him, because he is 
after general resnlts. He divides and 
ships his crop of Valencias during these 
various months, and after all is in, he 
figures out his general average for the 
season. These people should have gone 
a step farther and showed up the gen­ 
eral average for each house covering 
the entire season, which from their 
own statement shows the general aver­ 
age for C. O. G. A 
94.00 per box 


C. Hts. G. 1 
3.00 per box 


G. O. G 
3.96 per box 


The grower could then have seen 
which house paid their growers the 
most money for the season, this only 
applying to the New York market av­ 
erages. 
Season's general average for 
the house would, I believe, show a still 
greater difference in favor of the ex­ 
change association. 


As to their shipping heavier percent­ 
age of their fruit to New York than we, 
in the earlier part of the season, in May 
and June, means nothing (it is part of 
the business). If prices had been high­ 


er, 
then it would have been good judg­ 
ment on their part (as it turned out, 
it was hard luck) and again empha­ 
sizes the- point that season's averages 
are what count in this business—not a 
fow special boxes of extra fancy se­ 
lected or special nice cars of fruit sold 
at certain high periods of the season, 
or even monthly averages. Season's av­ 
erages tell the story. 


As to my comparison, I gavo tho C, 
O. Or. A. .avarages as being the highest 
for Covina fruits sold in the New York 
market for the season. I was notj .com­ 
paring as to the Covina FruiV Ex­ 
change, but my individual house, as my 
statement plainly showed. I fail to 
see a fair comparison for an exchange, 
with four houses shipping approximate­ 
ly threo hundred cars, in comparing 
with one or two individual houses ship­ 
ping 
IOBS than half that number of 
cars. Associations must comparo with 
associations to get a fair comparison. 


As to the comparison of the M. O. D. 
and Exchange selling costs: in addition 
to tho difference in prices, in favor of 
our association, as shown in the fore­ 
part of this article, our growers "aro 
to got five (5) cents per box cash re­ 
fund o*n expenses. I have nevor known 
of any cash refund being paid M. 0; D. 
growers, account of expenses, nor do 
our M. 0 . D. friends come out and say 
that they aro going to pay any this 
soason. Until they do, this flvo cents 
per box stands against them, and goes 
to prove tho lower selling cost of oper­ 
ating through tho exchange. 


As to their succoss in getting in addi­ 
tional acreage: it goes to show that 
they have boon very active in soliciting 
and inciting a competitive condition 
among tho growers that will bo the 
moans of bringing in less money to tho 
California orange growers. 
And this 
brings nio to their last statement, and J 
I want to very emphatically state, that 
if there are any exchange or other 
growers who believe in theso competi­ 
tive .conditions among California or­ 
ange shippers, that they must bo new 
to tho business or ignorant of the true 
conditions. Tho hiBtory of this busi­ 
ness going back a poriod of fifteen 
years, goes to prove beyond a doubt 
that those very competitive conditions 
very nearly broke up this business, and 
if it had not been for tne California 
Fruit Growers' Exchange and growerH 
affiliated, this business would have gone 
on the rooks. As to competition be­ 
tween local brands, that same competi­ 
tion is keen within the exchange hous­ 


es, 
but does not go to competition in 
prices, as experienced 
between ex­ 
change and non-exchange fruit. 
• This sentiment in favor of auother 
competitive organization has been fa­ 
thered and fostered by the M, 0 . D.

fffLL MAKE FBODUOT8 


FROM BEAN STRAW. 


Recently the citrus growers of the 
gulf stntes appealed to California grow­ 
ers to aid in the fight against ,the 
dread citrus canker. At a meeting of 
the San Gabriel 
Valley 
Associated 
Chambers of Commerce recently the 
matter was discussed, and all were 
urged to write to their representatives 
in, congress from this state, and ask 
for federal assistance. 


The following letter from Congress­ 
man Charles H. Randall indicates the 
stand he has taken in regard to the 
matter:. 
' 


" I n reply to your letter of recent 
date, referring to the danger arising 
from citrus canker, will say that I 
have taken up this matter already with 
the department of agriculture, and find 
it is conducting experiments 
under 
quarantine greenhouse conditions in an. 
endeavor to find a cure for tho disense, 
but no method of treatment other than 
burning the infected trees has yet. been 
discovered. 


"Effective 
January 
1st, 1913, a 
quarantine was declared against this 
disease by. tho. federal 
iiorticulturnl 
board of tho department of agricul­ 
ture Tho emergency appropriation of 
$35,000, authorized at tho last session 
of congress for cooperative work for 
the eradication of citrus canker became 
available January 25th, and under the 
cooperative agreements with the gulf 
states, into which tho department en­ 
tered, expenditures were approximately 
$33,000; The gulf states expended a 
like amount, as a result of this cam­ 
paign of eradication, conditions have 
been materially improved, but it is cer­ 
tain that much additional work will bo 
necessary for at least one moro year, 
and probably for two or three years, 
if the disease is to be entirely eradi­ 
cated. 


" I t goes without saying that I shall 
bend every effort toward securing gov­ 
ernment protection for our great citrus 
industry, and our campaign 
among 
members of congress is receiving much 
encouragement.

FLAGS. 


Special Emblems For the President and 
Other Officials. 


Until bSSl the president of the Unit­ 
ed 
States had no personal 
tlag. his 
presence on board an American naval 
vessel boiim: indicated by hoisting the 
national 
emblem at the head of the 
mainmast, and the garrison Hag, re­ 
served for times of special ceremony, 
was 
displayed on the- staff at army 
posts whenever he visited them. 


The need of n special Hug for the 
president w a s frequently felt, especial­ 
ly when visiting royalty w a s entertain­ 
ed in Ibis country. 
In August, 
ISX2. 
it w a s directed by the.secretary of the 
navy that "the tlag of the president of 
the 
United States shall consist of a 
blue 
ground, 
with the arms of the 
United States hi the center. 
The flag 
shall' be hoisted nt the mainmast of 
the vessel of w a r while the president 
Is on board and shall be carried in the 
bow of bis boat." 


For years after this the national 
flag 
w a s used for Indicating the presence 
of the vice president or of an ex-presi­ 
dent, but this use w a s more or less 
confusing, and, besides, it w a s argued, 
the stars and stripes 
properly 
stand 
for the natitin 
rather 
than any in­ 
dividual. 
For this reason a special flag 
for the vice president w a s adopted. 


This tlag Is the same In design a s the 
president's naval blue tlag. except that 
the national coat of arms is emblazon­ 
ed on a white held or) it. Cabinet offi­ 
cers and the assistant secretaries of 
some of the executive departments also 
bave distinctive 
flags.—Cleveland 
Plain 
Dealer.
